J. iJPi —A raging 
fire, which destroyed millions of 
gallons of ofl,^ ke. 'ene and gaso¬ 
line and injwed a score of men, 
Was smothered under control to¬ 
day, lesrirtg eight acres of a re¬ 
fining company’s “tank farm” a 
field of charred, twisted girders. 

Linden Fire Chief Frank T. 
holier, who estimated damage at 
"more than $1,000,OdO," said the 
ffre had finally been localized to 
one 1,554,000-gallon tank of fuel 
oil. Approximately 20 other 
tanks were destroyed by explos¬ 
ions and flames. 

Fifty of the .500 firemen and 
whirtteers who fought the spec¬ 
tacular blaze through the night 
remained today to cool the melted 
tank skeletons so company of¬ 
ficials could investigate the cause 
and erdimate the damage. 

The weary army of firemen and 
volunteers battled the vast tongues 
of flsune and clouds of greasy, 
black smoke until dawn this 
morning as the fire raged through 
the heart of one of the world’s 
greatest refinery cerAers. 

Powerful searchlights pointed 
the way for rivers of water and 
fire-smothering foam poured by 
flre-flghters info bursting tanks 
and blazing oil. 

A crowd of 35,000 had watched 
in awe for hours as an estimated 
10 ,000,000 gallons of oil went up 
in flames, 500 feet high. 

'The spectacular fire, accompan¬ 
ied at the start by explosions as 
one after another of nearly all 
of 22 tanks in the oil field were 
ignited, could be seen for more 
than 10 miles. 

Virtually helpless In their strug¬ 
gle to extinguish the holocaust, 
firemen and assistants from many 
municipalities turned their efforts 
to confining the conflagration to 
the single unit of the oil field. 

Threatened continually were 
the Cities Service’s adjacent dis¬ 
tillery field of 30 other and larger 
fuel tanks as well as plants of the 
Sinclair Oil comnany and the 
American Cyanamlds company. 

A short distance away is located 
the huge refinery of the Stan¬ 
dard Oil company with its 800 
tanks- - said to be the largest field 
in the world.

Chairman 
Wheeler (D., Mont.) of the sen¬ 
ate interstate commerce commit¬ 
tee advocated today centraliza¬ 
tion of government control of all 
forms of transportation, including 
railroads, trucks and water car¬ 
riers. 

The Montana senator, here to 
testify for the rail brotherhoods 
before the President’s fact-find¬ 
ing board, said he believed there 
was "no justification" for the 
railroads’ attempt to force through 
a 15 per cent pay cut. The 
brotherhoods have voted to strike 
rather than accept the pay cut. 

Wheeler in suggesting that all 
tran.sportatlon operate under the 
same controls, as in agreement 
with George Harrl.son, rail labor 
.spokesman. 

Harri.8on made that one of his 
points in a suggested long range 
program, Under which labor, man¬ 
agement and the federal govern¬ 
ment Would team up to rehabili¬ 
tate the carriers. He pleaded with 
management to withdraw its pay 
cut demand, tor the benefit of all 
three. 

"I think something ought to be 
done at the next se.sslon of con- 
gre.ss," Wheeler declared, "about 
establishing a centralized control 
of transportation." 

"The railroads complain that 
trucks and water carriers are not 
regulated and that the govern¬ 
ment Is subsidizing the other 
forms of transportation. The only 
way this thing can be worked 
out is to put all tran.sportatlon 
under one board." 

Asserting his belief that a wage 
cut would he of little benefit to 
the railroads in the long run, 
Wheeler declared; 

"What the railroads need is 
more business, 

"When a depression comes, the 
railroads always make the mis¬ 
take of cutting wages ahd asking 
for rate increases. Where would 
the auto industry be if it tried 
to raise ahe prices of its product 
in a depression?"

Let’s go on an imaginary tour 
of the 41 projects sponsored in 
Orange county by this division, 
and watch some 1000 people work¬ 
ing on a variety of jobs.

We'll see women preparing 
nteals in schools for undemour- 
ished children . . . others making 
or re-making garments for distri¬ 
bution to the needy . . . one group 
may be repairing and cleaning 
books for the libraries . . . recre¬ 
ational leaders are seen directing 
games at schools and playgrounds 
. . . workmen are repairing toys 
and furniture for the poor ... an 
engineering crew is making sur¬ 
veys for land use data, and so on 
ad infinitum.

In the Women’s and Professional 
Division alone there is an annual 
payroll exceeding three-quarters of 
a million dollars, according to 
Project Coordinator Fred P. Jayne. 
Practically every cent of this 
amount goes on to property own¬ 
ers for rent, to business firms 

here for food and clothing, Jayne 

points out.

(The Women’s and Professional 
Division is entirely separate from 
the Division of Operations, which 
has to do with the construction of 
sewers, storm drains and other big 
construction jobs.)

There is a constant turnover of 
workers, as all are required to ac¬ 
cept private employment if they! 
have such an opportunity. I 

« « * 

Jayne says the WPA aims to put I 
each worker on a job which he or 
she is already fitted by training I 
or experience to do. Whenever' 
there are a certain number of peo¬ 
ple of a certain class who need 
work, a project is devised which 
is aimed to fit their abilities. 

* « « 

Next step is to find a public 
agency to sponsor the project. Any 
governmental agency can be spon¬ 
sor.

The project is then "written up," 
outlining the nature of the work 
and number of persons employed. 
The application is approved by the 
sponsor, sent to Los Angeles divi¬ 
sion headquarters for approval 
there, thence to Washington for a 
final okay.

There are tour engineering proj¬ 
ects underway in the division. 'ITiese 
include compilation of land use 
data, making a new map index 
system for Orange county, prep¬ 
aration of data for the building 1 
of the new Fullerton Junior col¬ 
lege and high school, and a sur¬ 
vey to reestablish the center lines 
of roads and streets where cor¬ 
ner stones were washed away by 
the floods.

There Ij one anthropological 
project which has already mapped 
110 old camp sites and Indian bur¬ 
ial grounds. While only 10 of this 
number have been excavated, 
Jayne says, artifacts valued at 
several thousand dollars have been 
found. This is the only project 
of its kind of the state.

Serving of hot lunches to under¬ 
nourished school children is pro¬ 
vided at two projects, one at San 
Clemente and the other at Fuller¬ 
ton. Co-sponsors are the P.-T. A. 
groups. The P.-T. A. furnishes 
the necesssary supervision and the 
food, the schools the equipment, 
and the WPA the labor.

Three educational projects are 
in progress. One is an adult edu¬ 
cation project for enrollees at the 
El Toro CCC camp.

She stays for no long¬ 
er than 15 days before being 
moved to another home. (In spe¬ 
cial cases, they are permitted to 
remain in a home for 30 days.)

Five library projects are in op¬ 
eration, employing about 150 men 
and women.

Amounts up to $10,000 for re¬ 
pairs, alterations, or improve¬ 
ments to business, commercial or 
institutional properties may be 
procured by responsible persons 
from private qualified financial 
institutions.

Screens Should Be 
Stored Carefully 

September marks the end of the 
screen .season in almost every sec¬ 
tion of the country. After making 
necessary repairs, screens should 
be stored in such a way that the 
flames will not be warped. | 

In order to prevent warping, ■ 
screens .should either be stood up i 
in racks or be laid flat. If they | 
are stacked, it is important that 
the sui-face on which they are 
stacked be level and that each 
.screen be placed squarely on the 
one below it. Improper storage 
may damage the wire cloth or 
warp the frames. 

If .screens and window sills have 
not already been numbered, this is 
recommended so that when the 
.screens are put In use in the spring 
they may be easily sorted and 
placed in their proper openings, 
.‘^rnall duplicate brass number tag.s 
may be obtained for this purpose.

U. S. HOUSING 
PROGRAM TOPS 
SCOPE ABROAD 

The scope of the United States 
housing program exceeds that of 
any other nation represented at 
the International Housing and 
Town Planning congress at Mex¬ 
ico City recently, according to 
Miles L, Colean, deputy adminis¬ 
trator, federal housing adminis¬ 
tration, who headed the United 
States delegation. 

Of the nine other nations rep¬ 
resented, not one had a housing 
program which provides for homes 
financed by means of mortgage 
loans made by private lenders and 
insured by the government. Na¬ 
tions represented included Sweden, 
Switzerland, New Zealand, Can¬ 
ada, England, Colombia, Cuba, 
Mexico and the United States. 

The Canadian program, Mr. 
Colean says, more nearly approxi¬ 
mates the federal housing admin¬ 
istration home-financing plan than 
any other discussed by the con¬ 
gress. Under this plan private 
capital and the government com¬ 
bine to make mortgage loans up 
to 80 per cent of the appraised 
value of a property. The Domin¬ 
ion government furnishes 20 per 
cent of the money and private 
capital the remainder. These 
loans are not insured.

Home Building in 
Cities Increases 

There were more nonfarm dwell¬ 
ing units built in the United States 
in 1937 than in any year .since 
1930, according to an analysis of 
statistics from several govern¬ 
mental sources, the Federal Hous¬ 
ing administration has announced. 
During 1937 there were about 285,- 
000 dwelling units built in urban 
and rural non-farm areas, accord¬ 
ing to estimtaes of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics and FHA. 

It is estimated that 286,000 
dv/elling units in urban and rural 
nonfarm areas were built in 1930, 
with a drop in such construction in 
1931 to 212,000 units; a further 
drop to 74,000 in 1932; and a low 
of 54,000 such units in 1933. The 
rise since then is shown in annual 
totals of 55,000 In 1934, 144,000 In 
1935, and 270,000 in 1936.

His Joy was tempered only by 
the fact that he had to be back in 
West Springfield today to attend 
the funeral of his father, a rabid 
ba.sebal1 fan, who died Monday 
night. 

Leo fairly bubbled as he told of 
his plans for the Dodgers. Gen*- 
eral Manager Larry MacPhail 
broke in to remark I "If they print 
everything you've said, Leo, we‘11 

f ^fct the biggest press in history on 
he appointment of a manager.” 

A cynic in the back row said in 
an aside: "You'll notice they’re 
Only giving him a one-year con¬ 
tract. Wonder who they’ll be ap¬ 
pointing tills time next year.” 

And there you have one of the 
daffiest things about the national 
game. Durocher, a fine, fighting 
shortstop since he broke in with 
the Yankees It years ago, is so 
happy he could bust at the pros¬ 
pect of managing a seventh-place 
ball club—for one year. 

If he is fortunate and shot with 
luck, maybe his contract will be 
renewed for 1940. But Burleigh 
Grimes, whom Durocher succeeds 
In the long line of Brooklyn pilots, 
Wouldn’t advise you to bet on it. 

Neither would Babe Ruth, who 
came out of retirement some 
months ago to coach for the Dodg¬ 
ers, and expected to fall heir to 
Ortmes’ job. They offered to let 
the Babe coach again next .year, 
but he turned it down. 

As he looks around him, Du- 
roeher may notice that both of his 
new coaches are former big league 
mwiagers. Bill Klliefer had eight 
years of it, with the Chicago Cubs 
and the St. Louis Browns. Charlie 
Drsasen piloted the Cincinnati 
Reds. 

In other words, Durocher doesn’t 
have to look far to figure out who 
might succeed him if his noble 
athletes again wind up one Jump 
out of the cellar next season. 

What makes the Brooklyn Job 
one of the most insecure is the 
fact that the franchise Is consid- 
ered potentially the most valuable 
in baseball. The owners realize a 
winning club would flood the treas- 
“‘■y* because Brooklyn fans are the 
nllttiest and the most loyal in the 
world.

LOS ANGELES. (A>)—Opposition 
to the Tideland Oil Drilling meas¬ 
ure, No. 10 on the state’s Novem¬ 
ber ballot, was voiced today in 
a statement is.sued by the Shore¬ 
line Planning association of Cali¬ 
fornia, through its secretary Jay 
Hunt. 

The association was organized 
in 1935 by chamber of commerce 
of Santa Monica, West Los An¬ 
geles, Venice, Palos Verdes, Re¬ 
dondo Beach and Hermosa Beach, 
the Manhattan Beach Lions club 
and the Playa Del Rey Civic union. 

The association asserts that the 
proposition, which authorizes oil 
drilling on tide or submerged lands 
"from and by means of piers, 
groins or islands constructed upon 
the surface," would in effect "le¬ 
galize oil wells both on the beaches 
and in the ocean." 

"Once the door to such drilling 
is thrown open," the announce¬ 
ment'.said, "similar oil drilling will 
be extended to other locations un¬ 
til the entire California coa-st is 
involved, with attendant ruin of 
the beaches and pollution of the 
off-shore waters with oil and other 
contaminating matter.”

Orange county, seventh most 
valuable in the state, has the 
fifth lowest tax rate of California 
counties, it was revealed today in 
a statement issued by the state 
controller’s office. 

Only Fresno, Inyo, Kings and 
Placer counties have lower tax 
rates for property inside incoi'po- 
rated cities, the tabulation showed. 
Lowest tax rate in the entire state 
is 70 cents per $100 assessed val¬ 
uation in Placer county. Orange 
county’s inside rate is 89 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 

Highest rate in the state is San 
Francisco city and county, where 
property owners each year must 
pay for government more than 
three per cent of the assessed 
value of their property. San Fran¬ 
cisco’s tax rate is $3.42 per $100 
as.sessed valuation. 

The controller's figures showed 
that Alameda, Fresno, Kern, Los 
Angeles, San Diego and San Fran¬ 
cisco counties had higher valua¬ 
tions than Orange county’s figure 
of $192,095,840, including real es¬ 
tate, improvements and personal 
prop»rty. All other counties in 
the state had lower total values, 
down to Alpine county, where 
total assessed valuation of prop¬ 
erty subject to local taxation was 
listed as $1,402,932. 


Enrollment at Santa Ana Junior 
college reached a new high today 
with the announcement that a 
total of 937 students have signed 
up for classes.

STYLE CYCLE SHOULD BE 
RECALLED WHEN MEN 
START RANTING 

It would be fun if we might 
change into a wee, quiet mouse in 
the comer, with the human power 
of observation, to watch ’’Achilles” 
as he reads ’’the summing up” of 
his recent rantings against us 
women in these columns recently. 

Will he knit his brows in a 
brown study? Will he throw up 
his hands and Indulge in a hearty 
laugh? Or will these assertions 
by a woman fire him to Indulge 
in new arguments? How about 
it, “Achilles?” 

Have you a comeback to these 
statements ? 

My Dear Miss Stoddard: There 
was an old Achilles whose only 
vulnerable spot was his heel. Your 
new Achilles seems to be all heel 
in the eyes of the women he con¬ 
demns. Obviously, he is vulnerable 
all over. A man who finds human 
beings so deplorable has pretty 
poor taste in picking his friends 
(and his family). 

Much he says is true—if trite. 
Much is true on false premise. 
Women’s styles are silly eind 
amusing? Of course—they al¬ 
ways have been. All styles are 
silly—styles in manners and mor¬ 
als as well as clothes. But, a silly 
hat may be very charming on a 
beautiful woman of grace and 
poise. A silly style in manners 
or morals is transcendent when 
practiced by a person of gentility, 
kindly bearing and thoughtfulness. 

Grandmother wore silly hats, 
hoops, basques, bustles. But her 
manners or her morals were not 
one whit influenced by them. ’They 
were influenced by the inner spirit 
of her own grandmother, whose 
taste and discipline were part of 
her inherent indi'vddual soul and 
its training for living. 

Styles go in cycles. 

Men raved during the late war 
about the adoption of short skirts, 
forgetting that their own peasant 
grandmothers ... of Scotland, 
Scandinavia, France, Italy . . . 
what you will . . . had worn them 
for centuries. When granddaugh¬ 
ter got tired looking at the a.ssort- 
ment of family legs, she length¬ 
ened her skirts to the floor (and 
incidentally shortened her bathing 
I trunks . . . just to be consistent!) 
When grandmother took the 
baby’s bob away from her, the 
baby wanted a change, and let 
her hair grow. 

Now it is too long, so .she plies 
it up on top, where granny had it 
in the first place (or—did she? 
They wore bobbed hair in the days 
of the Pharaohs—as witness carv¬ 
ings and darwings on Egyptian 
tombs. Greek women wore bobbed 
hair as a sign of mourning. Do 
modern women use this as a sym¬ 
bol of mourning for the good old 
days ?) 

Shall we dispose quickly of 
Achilles’ horror of silken garb for 
men ? Old Henry VIII wore it. 
We shudder to think what would 
happen to Achilles if he called old 
King Hal a sissy! 

Women never in taverns in the 
old days? Where did John Gay 
get his merry notion for “Beg¬ 
gars’ Opera” ? Or Shakespeare 
for his far-famed tavern women? 
An evening or two spent away 
from tavem.s, buried in a bit of 
old literature, might do things to 
Achilles. To paraphrase Hamlet, 
“they order these things better in 
books.” 

Men do not enjoy companionship 
of women in taverns? Since 
when? Why not try a boycott? 
For men get what they want in 
this man’s world, and have always 
taken it when they wanted it. If 
Achilles must be informed where 
he is most ignorant . . . taverns 
never were places where men of 
the better sort sought companion¬ 
ship, either of women or of men. 
Even in grandmother’s day, only 
the riff-raff (darling word, so 
meaningful!) spent their social 
time in saloons. True, there were 
saloons of the better sort where 
rowdiness was taboo, where a busi¬ 
ness men on brief occasion would 
step in for a chat with an out-of- 
town salesman or customer not 
quite suited to be invited to his 
home.

WOMEN IN TAPROOMS 

Or for a passing moment he 
might pause on his way with a 
friend, for refreshment. Men of 
family, homes and social standing 
humble or imposing did their 
drinking as they do today—in 
their own homes. 

Our good George Washington 
(hiding his sissy tendencies be¬ 
neath the silken garb despised of 
our local Achilles) did his drink¬ 
ing and gaming in his home circle 
among his friends and neighbors, 
as did other gentlemen of his time. 
He doubtless did not spend any 
more time in taverns than do gen¬ 
tlemen of our day. 

An olden tavern was a post-stop, 
where stages or private carriages 
drew up for the night, and where 
travelers were accommodated with 
lodging and food and drink, as in 
good hotels of today. Taprooms 
(as the bar of today) were fre¬ 
quented by lone travelers, or the 
lesser fry whose home moorings 
were precarious or non - existent. 
There were women in taprooms, 
just as there are now. 

Dear vacillating human nature 
does not change. Achilles can find 
men and women to suit him, as 
he chooses. To drive a woman 
from a tavern with a whip might 
make her behave herself by the 
standards of the whip-wielder. It 
will not change her nature or dis¬ 
position of her grandmother or 
her granddaughter. Ancient prov¬ 
erbs and adages may weary us 
with repetitlr but they stay true. 
Birds of a feather do flock to¬ 
gether, and people still are known 
by the company they keep. 

Could the modem phrase, “Don’t 
be a heel,” have sprung from the 
old Achilles story? Will it. not 
apply equally to a sap, a cad, or 
a bounder? A sap is In truth only 
a sapling—a tree not quite grown 
strong, or a man not yet attained 
to man’s responsibility, no matter 
what his age. A man not quite

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Orange County Advances 

Seven months ago people w'ere shoveling mud out of 
their living rooms in several parts of Orange county; 
motorists were finding it tough sledding, and residents of 
the coast area from Huntington Beach south were becom¬ 
ing painfully aware that something had gone wrong with 
the sewer. 

Today, with another potential flood season approach¬ 
ing, most of Orange county has to do some looking around 
to find evidence of that deluge. 

Contracts for reconstruction of the river levees are 
to be let Saturday, if all goes well in Sacramento. High¬ 
ways and bridges are beginning to look normal again; and 
the sewer is being fixed, slowly but surely. 

By the law of averages, there should be no great 
amount of water rushing down the mountains this winter. 
Two years in a row is plenty. But if it happens again, 
this county will be better protected than it was when 
things got wet last winter. 

Speed is essential, however, if we are to have pro¬ 
tection at all from possible floods this winter—^but engi¬ 
neers hope to have the all-important levees built before 
the heavy rains set in. 

But with all this activity, there is one thing to look 
forward to. Prado dam won’t be rinished this year, but is 
expected to be in shape some time early in 1940. 

If it is finished early enough, this valley is in danger 
of floods for only one more rainy season. That’s some¬ 
thing to be happy about.

Let the Bar Pioneer, Then 

No state in the Union, reports the public relations 
committee of the State Bar, has legislation prohibiting 
a legislator from appearing for private litigants before 
state boards, agencies or administrative officials. 

The committee made a canvass of bar associations in 
.32 states, and expresses surprise at the result of its ques¬ 
tionnaire. As far as any state goes is to require that 
legislators with a personal or private interest in any 
measure before the legislature must disclose the fact to 
the house of which he is a member. 

On Oct. 21 the committee’s report will be studied by 
the board of governors of the State Bar at its monthly 
meeting in .San Francisco. This is one case where it will 
not, wq hope, follow precedent. 

If no other state has a law forbidding the abuse of 
his official influence by a legislator, then California 
should pioneer wnth one. And the State Bar is the proper 
body to draft and sponsor such a law. It was this that 
the committee had in mind when it started its survey, and 
there is no reason to doubt that the governing body of the 
bar will go through with the job.

Before It Is Too Late 

Great Britain and France, having been forced to 
accept humiliating terms of pe.ace because they lacked 
military preparedness, are on the point of plunging into

With the present setup they have no alternative, and 
other nations would, of course, do their utmost to keep 
pace. 

Either world statesmen will act soon to head off this 
greatest of all armament races by calling a conference of 
the major powers, or the war which the world has just 
avoided as if by miracle will explode a little later, and will 
be all the more horrible for the delay. 

Peace, as President Roosevelt and Secretary Hull 
have said again and again, is not a negative thing, not 
static. It must be striven for. Now is the time for a 
major effort. And the President of the United States, 
more than any other individual, is in position to take the 
initiative. 

Proofreaders will please remember Japan’s new 
ambassador spells his name in this manner: Kensuke 
Horinouchi. 

Japan at Treasure Island 

There’s nothing backward about the propaganda 
methods of the Japanese, and San Francisco’s 1939 exposi¬ 
tion stands to gain in consequence. 

Today the Tatuta Maru, Japanese luxury liner, docks 
from the Orient, and then moves over to the east shore 
of Treasure Island to pay the first official call by any ship 
at that port and to discharge a precious and unique cargo, 
consisting of the knocked-down parts of the official Japa¬ 
nese exhibit, which includes works of art, a feudal castle 
in its proper setting, and many other objects exemplifying 
the best side of Japanese life and culture. 

Those who know the fine qualities of individual Japa¬ 
nese will welcome this participation, seeing in it a regard 
for American opinon that is one of the hopeful factors in 
Pacific relations.

NEW YORK—In view of the at¬ 
tempt of the nazi bund to extend 
Hitlerism to the United States it 
I seems important to emphasize just 
I now the fight of others of German 
blood against the provocative op¬ 
erations of Fritz Kuhn and his nazi 
organization. Indiscriminate re¬ 
sentment against all Germanic 
groups may be avoided if it is 
known and kept in mind that the 
nazis are in the minority among 
those of German origin or stock 
and that no element in the Ameri¬ 
can community is more angrily op¬ 
posed to them. 

The statement of Justice Gustave 
W. M. Wieboldt, of the New York 
court of special session, at a din¬ 
ner of the New York council of the 
Steuben society last Saturday is 
firm enough. 

“We know that they are im- 
American in their ways and ven¬ 
tures,” he said, “and that is some¬ 
thing that we shouldn’t stand for 
as an American organization. They 
do not believe in religious fre' 
dom.” 

NOT CITIZENS 

Justice Wieboldt added that 
some members of the nazi bund 
were not American citizens but 
that aU members of the Steuben 
society were, and called on all 
members of the society to stand to¬ 
gether with one common goal to 
end the German-American bund. 

Theodore N. Hoffman, national 
chairman of the Steuben society, 
recognized in the bund an enemy 
of all patriotic, law-abiding Amer¬ 
icans of German blood and made 
an address supplementing a long 
article published under his name 
in the October number of the 
Steuben News, the official bulletin 
of the National Council of the Steu¬ 
ben Society. 

“For four years,” he said, “we 
have been silent against the un¬ 
truthful attacks on us by the bund. 
Now we must come out and show 
exactly where the great bulk of 
Americans of German extraction 
stand on this question.” ' 

In his reply to attacks by Fueh¬ 
rer Kuhn’s nazi group Mr. Hoff¬ 
man wrote in the bulletin that a 
speech by Kuhn, as reported, was 
in essence a plain attack on the 
fundamental law of the United 
States. 

“His cry, ‘Away with parliamen- 
tarianism!’ ” Mr. Hoffman wrote, 
“substituting therefor one leader 
whom all must obey, means noth¬ 
ing less than the abrogation of the 
rights of a free press, freedom of 
assemblage, freedom in the study 
of facts and to express conclusions 
and opinions thereon freely, free¬ 
dom of religious belief, or, in oth¬ 
er words, abrogation of democracy. 
TIME HAS ARRIVED 

“His expressed views are equal¬ 
ly fundamentally opposed to all 
the aims and purposes of the Steu¬ 
ben society. 

“It would seem that in the case 
of Mr. Kuhn the time has arrived 
to speak out in justice to its mem¬ 
bers, as well as to the American 
principles of government, and that 
by not doing so tolerance would 
become nothing but cowardice. 

“If the A. D. V. (the nazi bund) 
is truly American, why have not 
its members joined the many Ger¬ 
man societies already existing in 
America? Why do they keep 
abusing and vilifying citizens in 
these older societies who, 20 years 
ago, saved them from starvation 
by contributing thousands of dol¬ 
lars to the child feeding fund? 

“If we must have one fuehrer, 
for which post a certain Fritz 
Kuhn modestly admits that he is 
the man, what is this fuehrer go¬ 
ing to do for us? 

“Will he tell us what we must 
think, if we may think? 

“For whom we must vote? 

“Where we must buy? 

“What books and papers we are 
allowed to read? 

“What color clothes we must 
wear? 

“Who anointed this Fritz with 
the sacred castor oil of divine dom¬ 
ination? 

BARKS AT MOON 

“It would seem somewhat sim¬ 
ilar to the little poodle dog bark¬ 
ing at the moon when Mr. Fritz 
Kuhn paints a picture of the en¬ 
tire German-American element in 
this country being unified and kept 
unified like a herd of sheep in his 
camp with himself as shepherd.” 

There appears to be no compar¬ 
able organization of Americans of 
Italian origin or stock loyal to the 
American constitution and equally 
resentful against the parallel con¬ 
spiracy to promote outposts of Ital¬ 
ian fascism in the United States. 

Nazism, however, can have no 
more effective opposition than that 
now presented by Americans of 
German blood who have finally 
come to recognize the menace and 
effrontery of an anti - American 
organization whose activities im¬ 
peril their reputation as citizens 
and their peace with their neigh¬ 
bors.
